Between You'n'Me

BALTIMORE-(NEA)-On Tuesday, John Unitas limits his 


arm exercises to a few casual Hips of screen passes—the kind 
you d throw if you were tossing a loaf of bread over the back 
yard fence to a neighbor. 


On Wednesday, he unlimbers and throws passes for a con- 


centrated 20 minutes. On Thursday, he cuts it to 10 minutes 
and by Friday it's down to five. Saturday becomes a total 
day of rest. 


And then on Sunday, like against the San Francisco 49ers 


Johnny Unitas goes to work and throws 37 passes, completes 
22 of them for 353 yards and two touchdowns in a 41-7 romp 
by the Baltimore Colts. 


At the age of 34, in his 12th professional season, Johnnv 


Lnitas has learned to take U easy. He throws the football less 
than an hour during an entire week because physical attrition 
has sapped the limberness of his right arm and left him with 
a condition that is known in polite circles as tennis elbow. 


"It's never going to get any better," admitted Unitas "The 


ligaments are separated from the bone." And he pointed to 
the exact spot of tenderness on the inside of the elbow. "But," 
he continues, "you've got to learn to live with it." 


A half-dozen years ago, Unitas used to throw several hours 


a week to sharpen his marksmanship. The cut-down in work 
load is absolutely no reflection on his accuracy today. The 
unbeaten Colts continue to win because Unitas is still able to 
rifle a football into a crowd and hit his receivers in the dan- 
ger zone, where a couple of inches strayed in any direction 
means interception. 


He can hit them long or short, on a hitch or a fly. 
In fact, he has never passed better than in the first month 


of this season. 


"He's getting tremendous protection," noted Raymond 


Berry, who has caught more passes than any receiver in his- 
tory (almost all of them from Unitas, who has completed 
more than any passer in history). "And he's healthy. That's 
a tough combination."

droxide preparations are used 
in the treatment of ulcers. 
These antacids protect the ul- 
cerated surface by coating it. 
They cause no harmful side 
e f f e c t s but they represent 
only one phase of the treat- 
ment. Finding and eliminat- 
ing the underlying cause is 
the most important part. 


Q—What docs Bcllergal do 


for an ulcer? How long must 
an antacid be taken? What is 
the usual length of time nec- 
essary to heal an ulcer when 
the diet and medicine 
are 


taken regularly? 


A—Bcllergal is a combina- 


tion of ergotamine tartrate 
and belladonna, given to in- 
hibit certain n e r v o u s im- 
p u l s e s , and phcnobarbital, 
given to reduce nervous ten- 
sion. It will not directly affect 
an ulcer but, since nervous 
tension is a causative factor. 
it helps to remove this cause 
and 
prevent 
a 
recurrence. 


Many ulcers heal within three 
or four weeks under skillful 
treatment but. even with the 
best treatment, recurrences 
arc common, especially if the 
underlying cause is not re- 
moved. 


Q—I've been taking vinegar 


and 
honey in water every 


day. Could" this cause an ulcer, 
in time? 


A—No, but it is not a sensi- 


ble treatment. Claims for its 
much-touted b e n e f i t s have 
been thoroughly disproved.

— Pocket-sized Hurricane Fern 
surged into northeastern Mexico 
above Tampico today still po- 
tent although fast dwindling,

pico, Mexico's second largest 
port. That city experienced sim- 
ilar hardship in Hurricane Inez 
nearly a year ago and saw 200 
die in a 1955flood. 


Top winds in Hurricane Fern 


shrank to minimum hurricane 
force of 75 miles per hour in 
squalls 
while the weakening 


storm was still offshore in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


They maintained that velocity 


as the eye struck inland in an 
area of fishing villages and 
farm country.

reporting Fern's arrival placed

The late Philip Hal Sims 


was unquestionably the great- 
est player in the world in the 
first days of contract. Like 
most top-notch players Hal 
had a fondness for no-trump 
contracts. He played lots of 
them and he played them as 
well as possible. 


He would have been better 


advised to have raised dia- 
monds with today's 
hand. 


There is no defense against a 
five-diamond 
contract 
and 


plenty 
of defense against 


three no-trump. So much de- 
fense that in a 1932 tourna- 
ment all no-trump declarers 
except Hal went down. 


The play at all tables except 


Hal's started with South win- 
ning the spade lead with the 
queen and knocking out the 
ace of diamonds. The queen 
of spades play told West 
where the king was but each 
war,..* decided that South would 
have falsecarded 
with the. 


king if he really held a guard 
for the second honor. There- 
fore each West laid down his 
ace of spades and collected 
four quick spade tricks. 


When Hal was declarer he 


won the jack of spades with 
the king; led a club to dum- 
my's ace and played out the 
king of diamonds. 


West was in with the ace 


and tried to figure out what 
Hal was up to. He might just 
be playing around without the 
queen of spades or he might 
have the queen of spades, a 
small spade and no ace of 
hearts. 


Then West considered Hal's 


reputation for awhile. He knew 
that Hal was considered to 
be the best dummy player in 
the world and a specialist in 
no-trump play. 


Finally West led a heart 


and Hal had justified 
his 


reputation.
